Seasonal Fall in Retail Sales in January 


ERTAIN CHANGES in process in the compiling of the monthly statistics of retail trade 
{ were foreshadowed in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on January 15. These changes 

will take some time to complete and, for the early months of 1955, the published statistics 
will be on much the same lines as hitherto. In particular it will not be possible for a few months to 
incorporate in the statistics the figures relating to the thousands of independent retailers in all kinds 
of business who have accepted the President’s invitation to become contributors. 

In preparation for the changes intended in the statistics certain revisions have been made in the 
figures reported by large scale contributors which will affect the published figures for January 1955 
and successive months. 

Up to the present, multiple firms have been asked to report each month the sales of the same number 
of shops in the current month and in the corresponding month a year earlier. Consequently the 
indices and percentage comparisons reflected changes in the sales of a fixed panel of but did 
not reflect the expansion or contraction of multiple firms caused by the opening or branches. 
In the revised scheme, however, it is intended to measure the total trade in each 
January 1955, multiple contributors are being asked to report sales for all their establishments open 
in the period. In this sector, therefore, comparisons between 1955 and 1954 will tend to ied coy any 
changes in sales due to changes in the number of shops. It is to be noted, however, that this revision 
has not been taken back to the base-year, 1950, so that the index numbers do not reflect the full 
extent of any increase or decrease in trade due to the opening or closing of branches. This more 
thorough revision will, however, be undertaken later this year, coupled with the introduction into 
the scheme of appropriate weights for combining the various sectors - the absence of which, as the 
Board has long recognized, is a serious shortcoming of the present statistics. 

A further change in the statistics of large scale retailers is that these retailers are now 
tor «tateh lit Wi, Uf inte ood en, tho comcard saghenndanpeasiaatentet vaamguenitian 
the present areas to these new areas. There is in consequence some degree of estimation in the 
figures given for a few of the present areas; the amount of estimation is not significant. 

Comment on the January statistics is largely confined to the month’s results only —- an opportunity 
of examining the results for the trading year as a whole will be taken in the annual article to be 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 26.

Large scale retailers’ stocks of chemists’ goods rose sharply during 
January 1955 to a level 16 per cent. above that of end-January 1954. 
Substantial increases in stocks of all other non-food goods were also 
recorded. 


Food and Perishables 


Similar increases compared with a year ago in the value of sales of 
food and perishables were reported in January by all types of large 
scale retailers, though their results for the largest category — groceries 
and provisions — varied considerably, with multiple shops and 
department stores reporting rather higher increases in sales than did 
co-operative societies. 

Sales of meat by large scale retailers were strikingly higher than a 
year ago, but the sample of multiple shops reporting meat sales is 
small and their rather startling increase in sales of 67 per cent. 
compared with January 1954 should not be regarded as represent- 
ative; the figure may in part reflect the opening of new branches. 

In the other sub-categories sales of sweets and chocolate dropped 
by 15 per cent. This result is a continuance of the successive reduc- 
tions in sales of sweets and chocolate by large scale retailers which 
occurred throughout 1954. Appreciable or substantial increases in 
sales over the previous year were recorded in all other sub-categories 
except fish, poultry, game and rabbits and café and restaurant. 


Notes and Definitions 
(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 
(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods

sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the

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contributors showed the usual fall from the December peak but were 
substantially higher than in January 1954, both large scale and indepen- 
dent retailers ing increases of 8 per cent. This rise was, however, 
somewhat lower than the increase reported in December, a feature 
common alike to sales of clothing, footwear and household goods. 

The value of sales of food and perishables (reported by large scale 
retailers only) was 7 per cent. above that of January 1954. The Ministry 
of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices, however, shows a substantial 
rise in prices between these two months. 


Clothing and Footwear 


As in December, large scale retailers reported better results in sales 
of clothing and footwear compared with a year ago than did inde- 
pendent retailers. The expected seasonal fall in stocks of clothing and 
footwear was reported by large scale retailers — these stocks were not 
substantially higher than at the end of January 1954. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear by both large scale and 
independent retailers showed slight increases compared with January 
1954, but in the commodity sub-categories reported by large scale 
retailers the only appreciable increases were for sales of women’s 
underwear and millinery, haberdashery, etc. The striking increases 
reported in most commodities during 1954 and which are reflected 
in the cumulative results were not continued in January 1955. 

An increase of 14 per cent. in sales of men’s and boys’ wear compared 
with a year ago was reported by large scale retailers, largely due to the 
striking increase of 18 per cent. recorded by multiple shops. Inde- 

dent retailers, however, reported the same level of sales as in January 
1954. Reported stocks of men’s and boys’ wear fell heavily during the 
month to a level identical with that recorded at the end of January 
1954. 


The increases in sales of footwear compared with a year ago, 
though considerably lower than in December, were encouraging, 
with co-operative societies alone failing to report a substantial rise 
in sales. Reported stocks of footwear did not alter during January 
and remained at a level 4 per cent. higher than a year ago. 


Household Goods 


The rate of increase in sales of household goods compared with a 
year ago (though slightly lower than in December) was still very high, 
independent traders reporting a rise in sales of 17 per cent. and large 
scale retailers of 14 per cent. The lower increases reported by large 
scale retailers were due in part to the somewhat disappointing result 
for department stores, who recorded an increase of only 8 per cent. 
compared with the rises of 20 and 21 per cent. reported by multiple 
shops and co-operative societies respectively. 

Stocks of household goods reported by large scale retailers fell in 
January but they were still well above the level of January 1954. 
Reported stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods rose slightly 
during the month and at the end of January 1955 were 42 per cent. 
higher than at the same time in 1954. 

Sales in the hardware, radio and electrical category were substan- 
tially higher than a year ago, large scale and independent retailers 
reporting increases of 19 and 20 per cent. respectively. Figures for 
sales of radio and electrical goods separately are available only for 
department stores and independent retailers, whose sales have 
continued at a level about one-third higher than in the corresponding 
period last year. 

Further encouraging increases of 12 and 13 per cent. compared 
with a year ago were reported in sales of furniture and furnishings by 
large scale and independent retailers respectively. In the sub- 
categories of furniture and furnishings reported by large scale retailers 
only, the run of striking results in the furniture and bedding sub- 
category reported in 1954 has been continued with an increase in 
January 1955 of 13 per cent. over the previous year. Appreciable 
increases were also reported in the other sub-categories. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


scale retailers reported substantial increases over January 
1954 in sales of chemists’ goods, books and stationery and sports 
goods — these results being much in line with the cumulative figures; 
they recorded a rather smaller increase in sales of jewellery, leather 
and fancy goods. Independent retailers also reported substantial 
increases in sales of chemists’ goods and jewellery, but their sales of 
books and stationery and toys, sports goods and leather goods were at. 
the same level as in January 1954.

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British Electrical Engineering Industry to Stage 
Its Largest Display 


By Our Industrial Correspondent

‘THE LARGEST DISPLAY of British electrical products ever assembled 
under one roof will be on show to home and overseas trade visitors 
next week at Earls Court, when the fourth post-war Electrical 
Engineers Exhibition is opened by the Chairman of the British 
Electricity Authority, Lord Citrine, on Tuesday. The exhibition 
will continue until Saturday, March 19. It has been organized for 
the Association of Supervising Electrical Engineers by Electrical 
Engineers (A.S.E.E.) Exhibition Ltd. 

All available space was sold as long ago as last August, and a total 
area of a quarter of a million square feet will be occupied by 242 
exhibitors. In 1950, there were 13 exhibitors; in 1952 the figure was 
70; in 1953 108 exhibitors took space when the exhibition transferred 
to Earls Court; and last year 178 exhibitors drew an attendance of 
nearly 28,000 visitors. Thus in two years the exhibition has doubled 
its size, and now covers an area 12 times larger than at its first venture, 
held in the Royal Horticultural Hall, Westminster. The organizers 
are expecting a bigger attendance than ever for the 1955 event. 


Electric Motor Theme 


This year the main theme of the exhibition, in which the products 
to be shown are all of British manufacture, will be the electric motor, 
and plans already announced by exhibitors show that the variety 
and application of these will cover the widest possible field. 

Both industrial and domestic equipment are to be exhibited, and 
once again competitions are to be held for the best all-round exhibit 
in each section. Judging takes place the day before the exhibition, and 
the awards will be presented to the winners after the opening ceremony 
on Tuesday. 

In general, this year’s exhibition will exemplify the endeavour of 


the Association to render service to the engineer. Emphasis will be on 
educational facilities, improved equipment, safety measures and the 
provision of technical advice. There will be an exhibitors’ and over- 
seas visitors’ club in the Cromwell Hall. 

It is always difficult in an exhibition of this size to single out 
individual exhibits for mention, especially where all the stands 
contain so much varied and important machinery made by an industry 
which contributes to such a large part of Britain’s export and home 
trade. The pre-view of some of these exhibits which follows cannot 
therefore claim to be comprehensive. 


Rust Prevention 


It has been estimated that rusting and chemical corrosion of metal 
result in a loss to this country of some £200 million a year. A British 
electrical system to be shown for the first time at Earls Court aims to 
save this wastage. All underground metal structures can be protected 
by this method; so can the hulls of ships. Corrosion and rusting are 
caused by a natural flow of electricity between the metal and sur- 
rounding earth. 'To combat this, an electrode is set in the earth, the 
underground metal acts as the other pole of the circuit and sufficient 
D.C. current passes through to counterbalance the natural corrosive 
action, 

A London firm of instrument manufacturers have invented a 
range of instruments with Braille readings for use in the electrical 
industry and these also will be shown for the first time. Braille 
calibrations replace the normal lettered markings. The measuring 
needle can be touched by the finger tips instead of being behind 
glass. This will enable blind electricians to undertake testing working 
and many other tasks not previously open to then.

A model of an electrically-operated barge designed for underwater 
oil drilling will be seen. These barges are capable of operating in 
water 150 feet deep, and drilling to depths of up to 13,000 feet. They 
are being used for drilling operations for coal which have just started 
off the Firth of Forth in Scotland. 


Electronics in Industry 


Illustrating the ever-increasing application of electronics in the 
industrial field, one of the most interesting exhibits will be an electronic 
forge. This equipment is a 6 kW. induction heating unit of compact 
and rugged design, suitable for general workshop soldering, brazing 
and other heat treatment use. The equipment raises brass or steel 
parts to silver soldering or brazing temperature so fast that scaling and 
distortion are almost negligible. Heating times for soldering and braz- 
ing, say the makers, are very often reduced to well under one quarter 
of the previous time. 

Anew 5-lb. low cost induction melting furnace is being demonstrated 
on the same stand, This unit will melt 5 lbs. of steel in 25 minutes. 
The plant is designed for general laboratory and small production 
use. 

The growing use of electronics in industry has also resulted in 
more uses for R.F. heating. Up to now it has been customary to fit 
R.F. generators with valves originally designed for communications. 
Such broadcasting installations are almost invariably set up in ideal 
surroundings, handled by competent staff, and as a result the valves 
operate under optimum conditions, giving good efficiency with maxi- 
mum life. In contrast R.F. generators may be placed in any factory 
with little or no supervision. 

Taking the many factors into consideration, a Chelmsford firm 
have designed and made special valves for R.F. heating, embodying 
rugged construction, long life, and overload capacity. Forced air 
and water cooled versions will be shown on their stand, together with 
other examples of transmitting valves, rectifiers, klystrons, magnetrons, 
voltage stabilisers, image orthicon camera tubes and thyratrons. 

An electronic digital computer manufactured by a Lancashire 
company under patent licence from the National Research Develop- 
ment Corporation will be represented in the form of a scale model of 
the equipment. A machine of this type is capable of performing all 
arithmetic operations at high speeds, A tape reader originally designed 
for use with the electronic computers has many applications in the 
whole field of communications. It is designed to read standard 5- or 
7-hole teleprinter tape at the rate of 200 or 400 characters per second 
if run continuously. The tape is driven by friction and can be passed 
through the reader thousands of times without damage. 


Electric Motors of All Kinds 


From a Bristol firm there will be a display of flameproof motors 
manufactured to meet the most stringent safety requirements wherever 
they may be installed. This firm will also show in sectionalized 
exhibits and display panels the form of construction and the materials 
used in their products. In the ‘Motor Way’ which will run the full 
width of the hall, this firm will show, for the first time, a vertical 
hollow shaft pump motor illustrating an entirely new range which 
they are making. 
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Fans and ancillary equipment for many purposes are being exhibited 
by a Colchester maker. One of the new products will be a silencer for 
electrical fans. A simple cylinder, without splitters or baffles, this 
standardized unit substantially reduces the sound emission from a 
fan without affecting the air flow. Two other new products on the 
same stand will be a radial vane damper for volume regulation or 
performance boost, and roof extract units. 

A typical machine from each of the eight frame sizes covered by 
the range of motors up to 25 h.p., and 400 volts and made to British 
Standards specifications will be demonstrated by a Mg oes ate 
company, together with a display of direct-on push button type 
contactor starters for small and medium squirrel cage machines. 
Included also will be the various types of control devices, isolating 
switches, etc. 


A company making power factor correction capacitors suitable for

service in countries overseas where conditions of operation are some- 
times far from ideal, are to show a power factor correction demonstra- 
tion set, comprising an electric motor under joad, across which a 
capacitor is connected intermittently, the corrected and uncorrected 
loadings being shown on meters and illustrated graphically. Another 
exhibit will be capacitors for fluorescent lighting. and other A.C. 
applications. 

Forming an interesting ‘live’ exhibit will be a 3-phasé motor 
undergoing an unusual reversing test which causes the motor to be 
subjected to excessive overloading, overheating and vibration. This 
motor will have already undergone over a million reversals without 
failure prior to its appearance at the exhibition. Other motors to be

displayed have been introduced quite recently, and this range will 
include some specially developed for domestic appliances. These 
conform not only to British Standards specifications in this country, 
but also to the International C.E.E. and Canadian Standards Associa- 
tion specifications for domestic appliances, a fact of interest to manu- 
facturers of domestic appliances requiring motors for export products. 


An Ealing, London, firm who export 50 per cent. of their products 
either direct or on customers’ end products to markets ranging from 
the United States, Canada and South America in the dollar area, to 
Europe, including Scandinavia, the British Commonwealth countries, 
are showing contactors, starters, push-button stations, relays, and 
switches. The last-named will include appliance, rotary and tumbler 
switches, which are in constant use on vacuum cleaners, floor polishers, 
domestic and industrial cooking equipment, washing machines and 
wash boilers, food mixers, petrol pumps, etc. 


Circuit Breakers 


Displaying and demonstrating representative units from their range 
of miniature circuit breakers and voltage operated earth leakage 
circuit breakers, a firm from Berkshire will show the units operating 
on typical industrial and domestic applications. Additionally, the 
comprehensive protection afforded by the combined current balance 
and voltage-operated earth leakage circuit breaker against overload 
or short circuit conditions, and fire and shock risks, is to be demon- 
strated under typical low tension power distribution conditions. 


A company formed last August with the object of manufacturing and 
spreading the use of miniature circuit breakers which have been widely 
used in the United States, the British Commonwealth and other 
countries for over 20 years is showing for the first time a new range of 
miniature circuit breakers weighing only six ounces. These are of 
simplified design, and are intended essentially for distribution work. 
Breakers are provided with universal cable terminals suitable for front 
or back entry, or alternatively with special plug-in terminals for 
distribution boards, permitting isolation without supply interruption. 


Also to be shown for the first time at Earls Court is a miniature 
busbar trunking system of novel construction, made by a London 
firm who have already received substantial orders from South Africa 
and the Sudan, The makers emphasize that this busbar trunking 
system has been specially designed to meet the practical requirements 
of the smaller installation. It is not a medium or heavy current system 
pared down. 

A Bishop Auckland firm manufacturing electro-magnetic clutches 
and brakes under licence from an American company will show a 
representative range. ‘The adoption of these units brings the realization 
of the automatic factory a stage nearer, as in many cases their use 
enables claborate mechanical contrivances to be substantially reduced 
with faster and more precise control, reduction in maintenance and 
resulting increase in productivity. Consumption of electricity is low - 
from 10 to 35 watts depending on size — and ease of control by miniature 
relays, limit switches, photo-electric cells and other devices is, there- 
fore, possible. 


Heaters 


A company from north-west London making mineral embedded 
elements, supplying domestic and industrial electrical manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers with heaters designed to meet individual 
requirements will show samples of their specially formed heaters, 
together with sections of heaters displaying the high degree of solid 
compaction obtained by a process developed by the company. This 
is for use particularly where a rapid heat transfer is of importance, 
as, for instance, in elements designed to run in air at high temperatures. 


Electric Tools 


Among the exhibits of electric tools will be a comprehensive range 
of industrial and utility portable ones shown by a Middlesex maker. 
The examples in the industrial range cater for the large scale user. 
The tools in this category include portable drills from }-inch to 1-inch 
capacity, 5-inch and 6-inch portable grinders, bench grinders, 6-, 8- 
and 9-inch diameter saws for cutting wood, metal and ceramics, 
heavy duty portable sanders and internal combustion engine valve 
reconditioning equipment. Attachments and accessories for these 
tools will include bench and pedestal drill stands, grinding wheels, 
wire brushes and rotary wood planers. 

Drills in the utility display are designed for the home handyman. 
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Those on view will include a }-inch drill, a 5-inch sander polisher 
which can also be used for drilling jobs when fitted with a chuck, a 
}-inch drill, a 6-inch heavy duty saw and an orbital sander, Inter- 
changeable accessories for the }-inch drill and S-inch sander polisher 
include a wood turning lathe, a portable sew attachment and lathe 
saw table, and a sanding table attachment. 


An earth proving supply point switch for use with portable electric 
tools is to be demonstrated by a firm in Dalston, London. A feature 
of this device is that the tool cannot be energised unless the earth 
lead from the supply point to the tool is intact. 


Transformers 


A London company making transformers has obtained permission 
to put into the exhibition hall their self-contained mobile showroom, 
completely equipped with a full range of their products, many of 
which will be working demonstrations. In addition, a photographic 
display will illustrate their larger equipment. This vehicle, which is 
completely equipped with its own power unit, switchboard and cold 
cathode lighting, together with full office and domestic facilities, is to 
tour the country later this year, and may go to various countries 
overseas in the near future. 


Stroboscopic Balancing Machines 

Three new models of stroboscopic balancing machines capable of 
dealing with rotors up to 24 inches in diameter and 150 Ibs. in weight 
will be shown for the first time by a well-known Hayes, Middlesex, 
company. 

Similar in principle to the two smaller models introduced last 
year, the new ones cater for a greatly extended range of applications, 
and will be of interest to the electrical, aircraft, automobile and 
mechanical industries where the dynamic balancing to fine limits of 
such things as rotors, armatures, impellers, gears, crankshafts, fly 
wheels and so on is of first importance. The new machines, console 
models built on a very heavy cast framework strong enough to resist 
hard knocks in the workshop, are designed to measure out-of-balance 
forces producing displacements as small as 0000025 of an inch, The 
amount of unbalance is visually indicated on a meter and the position 
of unbalance is indicated by a stroboscopic lamp. 

Also exhibited will be a high-power stroboscope used for the 
measurement of speed and the observation of rotary and reciprocating 
mechanism of all kinds, and for special applications in the electro- 
medical field, particularly in conjunction with the electro- 
encephalograph for the examination of brain waveforms. 

Part of the stand will be a film theatre in which will be shown a 
film dealing with various applications of the stroboscope. 


Switches 

The electrical division of a group of companies with factories in 
Chester, Birkenhead and Bedford will show in a joint display examples 
of motor control gear and specialised electro-magnetic devices, Of 
notable interest will be a new mimic flow diagram control board 
designed for the materials handling in such installations as iron ore 
works, chemical plant, gas works, ete. Operation of an entire plant

can be initiated at a centralized control board, and precise information 
about the conditions of material flow can be seen at a glance in the 
flow diagram. 

The preference shown by many industries for centralized control 
of electrical drives, heating and lighting plant, etc., is well catered 
for by the cubicle switchboard, which will be the principal feature 
of the Birkenhead company’s display. The switchboard is built to 


| individual purchasers’ requirements, but the components, such as 














switches, circuit breakers, etc., are of standard dimensions designed 
to fit the various standard size apertures formed by the steel channel 
sections of which the framework is made. 


Cables 


A firm world famous for cables will show electric cables, wires and 
jointing accessories with exhibits representative of the company’s 


| range of electrical distribution equipment. Samples of cables for 


power stations, distribution, mining and other industrial requirements 
is accompanied by a display of samples of general purpose cables, 
including flexible cords, and metallic flexible armoured cables together 
with accessories. 


Cables for wiring systems including junction boxes and fittings are 
also displayed. A rising main system for multi-storey buildings is 
another feature. Distribution equipment includes joint boxes, terminal 
boxes and service boxes, and typical distribution panels with isolating 
switches, mounted to facilitate close inspection of the constructional 


details. 


A miniature local control diagram for an electrical power sub-station 
will be featured by a London firm who have designed and manufactured 
the system for the South Eastern Electricity Board. This diagram is 
a most recent development, and replaces the conventional control 
boards, being the sole means of controlling the switchgear. It is 
compact, neat, light and the system employs small currents for the 
control indication and metering circuits, thus enabling the use of 
small gauge cable cores. 

A Leeds company is demonstrating their earth-continuity systen 
incorporating a specially designed section of tinned copper conductor 
with clamps for making connections, which are easy to disconnect 
for testing. The conductor is made in four sizes. The conductor is 
marked with its size in square inches, its rating in amperes and an 
arrow indicating the direction to earth. 


Exhibits in the Domestic Field 


Exhibits in the domestic section will cover a variety of equipment 
and uses. An interesting demonstration of a new ‘fridge-heater’ is 
sure to draw the crowds. This is a compact unit which will cool, 
clean and dry the larder air. It gives a constant supply of hot water, 
and is said by the makers to be the first heat pump of this design and 
application to be marketed. The design embodies high evaporation 
temperatures with ice-making facilities and airing cupboard heat-leak. 
The apparatus de-frosts automatically. 

Among the exhibits of water heaters, two new dual purposes 
thermal storage units will be shown for the first time by a firm from 
Newport, Monmouthshire. The new designs have been streamlined 
to eliminate all protrusions and ledges where dust might settle. 

Electric dry shavers and accessories to be demonstrated by a Berk- 
shire company include portable shaver transformer adaptors and 
various forms of shaver socket units for use in hotels. A new product 
will be the universal shaver conversion kit which enables any electric 
dry shaver to be used on practically any socket or voltage throughout 
the world. Of interest, too, will be the same firm’s electric hair clipper 
to be shown for the first time. It is designed for domestic use and 
supplied complete with the necessary accessories and full instructions. 

Many features of tomorrow’s ‘all electric’ house will be seen on 
several stands. The electrical engineers have turned their ingenuity 
mainly in the direction of the kitchen. New coffee percolators do 
everything but fill themselves. By a simple adjustment they can brew 
to any strength required, switch themselves off and signal by a green 
light when the coffee is ready. The musical may appreciate the electric 
kettle which, instead of the usual whistle, emits a loud organ toned 
chord when it boils. This is filled by the spout which has a snap 
action to prevent scalding. 

New developments in household lighting will also be making their 
public bow. They will include the latest refinements in fluorescent

Impressions of Trade Mission on Their Visit to 
Egypt, the Sudan and Ethiopia 


WHAT THEY DESCRIBED as a preview of their impressions was given 
by members of the United Kingdom Trade Mission which has 
returned from a visit to Egypt, the Sudan and Ethiopia, when they 
attended a Press Conference at the Board of Trade on Monday. 

It was recalled that the Mission left on January 29; most of th® 
members returned on March 2. The object of the Mission was to 
consider and report on the prospects for the expansion of British 
trade with the countries to be visited and to study the possibilities 
for co-operation on economic and trade matters generally. 

Mr. G. C. R. Eley, leader of the Mission, said that the Mission, 
having only just returned, were not yet in a position to give any 
final views. They had brought back a large volume of material which 
had to be analysed and studied, and they would present a report to 
the President of the Board of Trade as soon as possible. 

In each of the three countries visited the Mission met with a great 
warmth and friendliness. They had ready access to anyone who 
they thought might provide useful information, and kept themselves 
available to hear the views of anyone who thought he might have 
useful information to give. They received a quite extraordinary 
degree of eager co-operation from the moment they arrived, and this 
continued throughout the tour. Apart from a friendly and understand- 
ing reception from Ministers, Government officials and advisers, 
and business men, they were fortunate in having a very fair and 
friendly Press. 


Popularity of British Goods 

The Mission were satisfied that in the three countries visited there 
was a genuine liking for British goods and services and a general 
recognition that those who ‘bought British’ received value for money. 
Britain’s traditional reputation for quality stood her in good stead. 
But they were continuously made aware of the difficulty that good 
quality articles met in the markets concerned, when they came in 
competition with inferior articles offered at a lower price. Standards 
of living were generally low, and purchases were dictated by price, 
particularly of goods which looked attractive, even though they might 
prove unsatisfactory. There was a strong and understandable difficulty 
in persuading the poor person to realize that it paid to pay more for 
better quality. 

While it was essential to maintain the quality of British goods, 
at the same time it was important to keep prices and delivery dates as 
competitive as possible. There was a preferences for British goods 
in these markets, but we could not rely on that preference, especially 
now that some of our main competititors were actively pressing their 
goods and supplementing their price terms by various publicity 
devices. 


New Methods Needed 


Mr. Eley strongly urged that British firms who wished to sell in 
Egypt, the Sudan or Ethiopia should visit these countries, study the 
markets at first hand, and find out what their competitors were doing. 
In Egypt we were at the end of a phase when, for political reasons, 
there was a feeling in this country that there was no point in trying 
to sell in Egypt. That phase was now over, and it was well worth 
while paying attention to the Egyptian market. But it would be no 
use trying to use the methods that were employed in 1951: the market 
had changed and so had the practices of our competitors. Both needed 
examining afresh. 

The Sudan also had changed. Until recently it was rather generally 
assumed that the Sudan would buy British goods ; now it was no longer 
safe to make that assumption. Firms must send their representatives 
out to visit the country and find out how their methods should be 
adjusted to deal with the altered circumstances. 

Ethiopia had not seen marked changes as the other two markets 
had, but the market was little known, and it was important to visit 
it and study its requirements at first hand. The Mission were satisfied 
that there were very worth-while prospects there. 

All three countries had plans for development which offered 
good opportunities for makers of capital goods, for civil engineers, 


and for those providing technical and other services. Egypt was, of 
course, much the wealthiest of the three and as such her development 
plan offered the biggest scope. The Sudan also had a number of 
interesting projects in view. Although Ethiopia was a comparatively 
small country, her financial position at the moment was very sound 
and she was determined to develop her resources. In the next ten 
years she was likely to make quite substantial forward strides, and it 
would be a great pity if British industry did not play a considerable 
part in her development. 


Civil Engineering Schemes . 

Answering questions, members of the Mission spoke of opportun- 
ities for British contractors on a number of large civil engineering and 
building schemes. In smaller building projects the Egyptians them- 
selves were described as very able competitors, building cheaply and 
quickly. 

There was a large programme for the extension of hospitals and 
welfare centres throughout Egypt, in the bigger villages as well as in 
provincial towns. These suggested future openings for an increased 
trade in United Kingdom pharmaceutical products. 

The market for agricultural pesticides was substantial, and fairly 
well covered already, though it presented difficulties because of the 
variable incidence of the pests. 

For motor-cars, even the Egyptian market seemed to be very 
limited, and United Kingdom manufacturers would have a big 
struggle to recover the ground lost to their competitors since 1951. 

In reply to a question on advertising, members of the Mission 
suggested that British firms were relying too much on methods super- 
seded by their competitors in the last two years. In this matter, as in 
salesmanship generally, it was important that they should study the 
most promising approach on the spot. In the Sudan it had been found 
that short advertising films in the cinemas had become popular 
recently. The Mission doubted if there was much scope for increased 
advertising in Ethiopia in present circumstances. 

The Mission reported keen interest in credit terms for capital goods, 
but had no evidence that British terms compared unfavourably with 
those offered by our competitors. They found that importers generally 
still remembered the very long delivery dates which United Kingdom 
firms had been quoting two or three years ago, but that they greatly 
welcomed an assurance that these would now be much improved. 


Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position in February 


THE GOLD AND DOLLAR reserves fell by $82 million during the 
month and stood at $2,681 million on February 28. 

During the month the defence aid from the United States amounted 
to $15 million; $6 million was received in gold or dollars from the 
European Payments Union in respect of January and $2 million was 
paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral settlements. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 

On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a surplus of £2 million with the European Payments Union, 
which will fall to be settled in March, as to 50 per cent. in geld or 
dollars and as to 50 per cent. by reduction of debt to the Union. 


Import Duties Drawback Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) 
Order, 1955, which continues for a further three years, ending on 
March 14, 1958, the drawback of Customs duty allowable in respect 
of certain kinds of imported paper used in the manufacture of toilet 
paper, in rolls or packets, when the toilet paper is exported or shipped 
as stores. 


The Order comes into ion on March 15, 1955, and has been

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Board of Trade Report 
on Monopolies 


‘THE SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT by the Board of Trade on the opera- 
tion of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Acts, 1948 and 1953, 
is on sale at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, price 9d. (by post 10$d.). The Report covers the calendar 
year 1954 and includes a survey of subjects suggested to the Board 
of Trade during the year for reference to the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Commission, 

Since the end of 1954, further developments have been announced 
on two of the matters referred to the Monopolies Commission. First, 
the Commission have completed their report on the supply and export 
of various semi-manufactures of copper and copper-based alloys. 
Secondly, the Government have announced* that they accept the 
Commissions conclusions that the practices described in the Com- 
mission’s report on the process of calico printing operate, and may be 
expected to operate, against the public interest, and that they are in 
general agreement with the Commission’s recommendations. The 
industry has been so informed and discussions are to be held with it 
as to the best way of carrying out the recommendations. 


* Monopolies debate in the House of Commons on February 24, 1955. 


Note: This Report should not be confused with those made by 
the Monopolies Commission themselves. The Monopolies Acts 
require the Board of Trade to make an annual survey of the operation 
of the Acts and this is the Board’s Report for the year 1954. 

The Monopolies Commission’s reports deal with subjects referred 
to them by the Board of Trade and are presented to the Board of 
Trade as and when inquiries are completed. Reports have so far 
been published on the subjects of dental goods (December 14, 1950), 
cast iron rainwater goods (April 4, 1951), electric lamps (November 13, 
1951), insulated electric wires and cables (July 1, 1952), insulin 
(October 28, 1952), matches and match-making machinery (May 13, 
1953), imported timber (October 27, 1953), calico printing (April 14, 
1954), and buildings in the Greater London area (September 27, 
1954). The Commission’s report on various semi-manufactures of 
copper and copper-based alloys was received by the Board of Trade 
on January 22, 1955, and awaits publication. 

In addition to the requirement for a report under Section 15 of 
the 1948 Act about the general effect on the public interest of certain 
discriminatory practices, including ‘exclusive dealing’ and ‘collective 
boycott,’ the matters at present before the Commission are: 

The supply and export of 

Certain electrical and allied machinery and plant. 
Pneumatic tyres. 


The supply of 
Hard fibre cordage. 
Linoleum. 
Sand and gravel in Central Scotland. 
Certain industrial and medical gases. 
Standard metal windows and doors. 
Certain rubber footwear. 
Electronic valves and cathode ray tubes. 


As mentioned in paragraph 17 of the Report, the Commission hope 
to complete their reports on most of these matters during 1955. The 
President has recently stated in reply to Parliamentary Questions that 
he hopes to receive the reports on the Section 15 inquiry and on tyres 
by the middle of the year. 


The list in paragraph 29 to 32 of the Report is not a list of matters 
already before the Commission; it sets out the suggestions and requests 
for references received by the Board of Trade during 1954. The Board 
are required by the Acts to include these in the Report. The fact that 
an industry is mentioned does not imply any adverse judgment on 
the industry, or that it will necessarily be referred to the Commission 
for investigation. 


Performance Tests for Spring 
Interior Mattresses 


PROPOSALS TO SUBSTITUTE performance plus specification for 
specification alone for spring interior mattresses were outlined at 
a conference at the British Standards Institution, Park Street, 
London, W.1, on March 4 by Mr. Frank A. Ramsey, Secretary of 
the National Federation of Bedding and Allied Trades and Mr. J. R. 
Shanley, Assistant Secretary of the National Union of Furniture 
Trade Operatives. 

A B.S.I. sub-committee has recently reported on an investigation 
with the object of finding a durability test which can be applied as a 
new requirement under Part 1 of British Standard 1877 and thus to 
satisfy the desire in many sections of the industry for a further means 
of assessing compliance with the standard, while leaving full scope 
for new technical developments in bedding manufacture and tending 
to raise the general level of production. 

The sub-committee recommends adoption of a test-method in 
which a weighted roller is traversed across a mattress many thousands 
of times. The effects of this test are then noted in terms of spring and 
linkage breaks, tuft breaks, and the visible wear on ticking, pad and 
surface filling. 

In the course of the sub-committee’s investigation a large number 
of different (but unidentified) makes of mattresses and spring units 
were subjected to the test in order to determine how much wear and 
damage under the headings mentioned above can be accepted as 
representing a fair ‘pass’ level. 

At present, when only one test method for spring mattresses has 
been devised, it is unlikely that a ‘performance test’ of the finished 
product will entirely replace the detailed specification of materials and 
workmanship already contained in Part I of B.S. 1877. The future 
requirements of the standard are therefore likely to be a combination 
of materials and workmanship specification, with subsequent testing 
to assess durability. This means that the British Standards mark 
would indicate a higher level of quality than that which now obtains. 

The sub-committee’s recommendations are to be discussed on 
March 17 at a full meeting of the main B.S.I. Bedding Committee, 
on which all sections of the manufacturing industry are strongly 
represented, together with the Union and retail interests. Once 
agreement is reached, the next step will be to draft the full test 
procedure as an extension of the present B.S. 1877 (Part I), and 
circulate it to all members of the industry and other interests concerned 
for comment before further action is taken, When the new standard 
is approved testing centres will be set up in various parts of the 
country. Some large firms are expected to install their own testing 
apparatus. 


Turnover of Wool Stockpile 


IN ORDER TO prevent deterioration of the wool stockpile, the Board 
of Trade have decided that a quantity of the wool not exceeding 
30,000 bales shall be disposed of at auctions in the United Kingdom 
in the year ending March 31, 1956, and replaced by purchases of 
wool in auctions in Commonwealth countries in the same period. 
Both the buying and selling will be spread over the year. 

Thereafter, a fairly constant portion of the wool will be similarly 
sold and replaced each year, the annual amount being such as will 
enable the stockpile to be turned over in a period of seven to ten 
years, as technical considerations determine. 


The approximate annual quantities will be announced each year. 


Air Mail Services to West Africa 


THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL announces that because of the 
grounding of the West African Airways Corporation aircraft, there 
may be slight delay to air mail correspondence and parcels for 
destinations in Gambia, Nigeria and Sierra Leone. 
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Sample Census of Production 
for 1955 


THE Board of Trade announce that firms which are required to make 
a census of production return for 1955 have already been notified 
in advance and that the Statutory Advisory Committee for the censuses 
for 1956 and 1957 has now been appointed. 


1955 Census 


The census for 1955 (to be taken in 1956) is to be a simplified 
sample survey similar to those for 1952 and 1953 when only about 
one-tenth of the total number of manufacturers in the country were 
required to make a return. 


The firms selected for inclusion in the sample have been advised 
and given notice of the questions they will be asked. This is in 
accordance with a recommendation of the Verdon Smith Committee.* 

New establishments which come into production during 1955 may 
also be required to make a return in the 1955 census. Any of these 
establishments that fall within the sampling scheme will be advised 
as soon as possible after the Census Office is notified that they are 
in production. 


Advisory Committee for 1956 and 1957 Censuses 


The function of this statutory committee is to advise on the prepara- 
tion of forms and instructions, and the making of any order, for the 
census of production to be taken in 1957 in respect of the year 1956, 
and for the census of production to be taken in 1958 in respect of the 
year 1957. Part of its work will be to advise on carrying out the 
recommendations of the Verdon Smith Report for reducing the 
burden on the business community and simplifying the censuses, 
particularly in the case of smaller firms.

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New Ship Tank for National 
Physical Laboratory 


A NEW ship hydrodynamics laboratory is to be built at Feltham, 
Middlesex, for the National Physica: Laboratory. The facilities will 
include a tank for ship model research. This will be 1,300 feet long 
on the main waterway, 48 feet broad and 25 feet deep, spanned by a 
carriage having a top speed in excess of 50 feet per second and fine 
control down to one foot per second. 

In the same building there will be a steering and storage pond 140 
feet by 100 feet by 8 feet in depth, in which steering and manoeuvring 
experiments will be carried out, using radio controlled models about 
8 feet long. There will also be a laboratory for the study of vibration 
problems on ship hulls. Workshops will be provided to make model 
hulls in wax or wood up to 35 feet in length, to manufacture model 
propellers up to 24 inches in diameter and to make and maintain all 
the necessary dynamometer apparatus. 

A separate building will house a water tunnel having a 44 inches 
diameter working section and a top speed of at least 50 feet a second. 
This will be pressurized and will be able to test propellers up to 24 
inches in diameter. 

The chairman of the Froude Ship Research Sub-Committee, Sir 
William Stanier, cut the first sod on the new site on Monday morning. 


Science and the Automatic Factory 


“Tue Automatic Factory - What Does it Mean?’ is the title given to 
the Conference being organized by the Institution of Production 
Engineers at Margate from June 16 to 19. 

The Institution’s broad approach to the problems of applying the 
results of recent scientific research to industry is illustrated by the 
variety of subjects treated by the discussion papers to be read during 
the Conference. Their titles include, on the technological side, 
‘Computers — Electronics’ Contribution to Production,’ ‘Automatic 
Transfer Machines’ (by a French expert) and ‘Automatic Inspection — 
The Anatomy of Conscious Machines.’ The economic and sociological 
implications of ‘automation’ —the term used to describe these new 
developments — will be reviewed by Professor T. U. Matthew, of 
the University of Birmingham, Mr. C. L. Old, Principal, Wolver- 
hampton and Staffordshire Technical College, and Professor B. R. 
Williams, of the University College of North Staffordshire, while the 
probable reaction of Trade Unions will be considered by Mr. E. 
Fletcher, Head of the Trades Union Congress Production Depart- 
ment. 

In a statement on March 2, Sir Walter Puckey, President of the 
Institution, referred to the definition of ‘automation’ as the ‘automatic 
handling of materials and parts in, through and out of, machines.’ 
The materials and parts may, he said, ‘comprise anything from paper 
in an office to petroleum in a refinery, and it follows that every 
factory and office, large and small, in every industry is concerned with 
and should be interested in any trends which lead towards greater 
automation.’ 

The effect on employment of these developments naturally comes 
to mind, and Sir Walter Puckey put this question in perspective. 

“The Institution hopes to show clearly that greater automation, far 
from displacing people, will give greater opportunities to all,’ he said. 
“These opportunities will come in several ways. New industries will 
arise to make new products, those millions working in industry, 
and in the home, will have available to them new ways of reducing 
drudgery and difficulties; better means to control both the quality 
and quantity of products, a greater ability to control safety and to 
avoid accidents, and greater leisure by bringing machines more 
into the service of man.’

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


Wednesday March 2 


Monopolies Report on Electric Lamps and Cables 


The Minister of Supply was asked to state the nature of the steps 
taken by the Electric Lamp Manufacturers Association, and the 
nature of the steps taken by the associations concerned with the supply 
of electric wire and cables to bring their arrangements into conformity 
with the Monopolies Commission’s conclusions in respect of those 
goods. 

Mr. Selwyn Lloyd replied that the steps taken by the Electric 
Lamp Manufacturers’ Association to implement the recommendations 
in the Monopolies Commission’s Report which were agreed by the 
Government were as follows: 

E.L.M.A. had given the required undertaking that members who sold 
lamp components (other than patented components and ready coiled 
filaments) would make them equally available to members and non- 
members at prices which should not be higher to non-members than 
to members; 

E.L.M.A. had given the required assurance that the Controlled 
Companies would continue to provide a measure of competition as 
suppliers of cheap lamps and that they would not be used as fighting 
companies ; 

The sales quota system had been brought to an end; 

E.L.M.A.’s rules about Type B lamps had been altered to remove 
quantity and quality restrictions; 

The arrangements for exclusive dealing had been brought to an 
end; 

Payments to associations of distributors had been brought to an 
end; 

E.L.M.A.’s revised rules no longer provided for the enforcement of 
resale price maintenance by means of the collective sanction of fines 
and the Stop List; 

E.L.M.A.’s revised rules permitted all retailers to give deferred 
dividends on purchases. 


On prices the Monopolies Commission recommended that the 
continuance of the practice of fixing common manufacturers’ prices 
should be subject to two conditions, namely: 

That E.L.M.A. members should take steps to ensure that the 
system of exchange of technical knowledge extended to all 
manufacturers who are within the system of common prices; and 


That the level of prices fixed by E.L.M.A. should be reasonable. 


The Association had given an assurance that the necessary steps 
had been taken to meet the first condition. The Monopolies Com- 
mission concluded that the general level of prices charged by E.L.M.A. 
in 1950 was almost certainly moderate and the Association had justified 
the two subsequent increases on the grounds of increased production 
costs. 


As regards insulated electric wires and cables, he would refer the 
questioner to the reply given on February 21 and to the two statements 


made by the Minister’s predecessor on May 20 and July 30, 1954, of — 


which he was sending the member copies. 

The detailed measures taken by the Associations to bring their 
arrangements into conformity with the Conclusions of the Monopolies 
Commission’s Report were a domestic matter for the Associations. 


Thursday March 3 


United Kingdom Exports to Canada 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked if he was aware 
that United Kingdom exports to Canada in 1954 fell by 16 per cent., 
as compared with 1953, whereas those from Western Germany 
increased by 30 per cent.; and if he would make a statement on the 
representations he proposed to make to the Canadian Government 
to lower its tariffs on British goods. 

Mr. Peter Thorneycroft replied ‘Yes, Sir,’ but Germany’s exports 
to Canada were only about one-ninth of ours. While we, like all other 
exporting countries, would welcome lower tariffs, he saw no occasion 
for any representations to the C Government since the 

dian tariff was not the cause of the fall in our exports to Canada 
last year; this was due, as he said in the House last week, to the 
shrinkage of Canadian demand 


. 


British Film Quotas 

A member asked the President whether he was aware that United 
States film groups were providing financial aid to independent cinema 
undertakings in order to equip their cinemas with CinemaScope and 
to guarantee them against financial loss for a period of two years, in 
return for undertakings to show United States CinemaScope and 
other films; what effect this would have upon the Government’s 
quota policy; and what steps he was taking in the matter. 

The President replied that he had informed the exhibitors’ associa- 
tion, after consultation with the Cinematograph Films Council, that 
the terms of an agreement relating to films designed for showing by 
new types of equipment would not be regarded by the Board of 
Trade as absolving an exhibitor from the statutory requirement to 
show his prescribed quotas of British films. 


Terms of Trade 


Asked to what extent the terms of trade had changed to the United 
Kingdom’s disadvantage in the last 12 months; and what developments 
he anticipated in the coming year, the President replied by about 
6 per cent. He could not forecast future developments. 


Cinema Circuits 


Requested to state his policy on the growth of cinema circuits in 
this country in relation to his powers and duties under the Cinemato- 
graph Films Act, 1948, the President replied that his power to limit 
the growth of cinema circuits was derived from Subsection (5) of 
Section 5, of the Cinematograph Films Act, 1948. As the House was 
told on February 15, the Rank Organization and the Associated 
British Picture Corporation had been told that the Board of Trade 
would not refuse exhibitors’ licences under this Section so long as 
either organization did not control more than 607 cinemas, The two 
organizations in 1943 and 1944 agreed to secure the consent of the 
Board of Trade before exceeding this figure. 


Friday March 4 


Exports of Manufactured Goods to India 


The President was asked the values of United Kingdom exports 
India of manufactured goods carrying an import duty apy: less nue 
60 per cent., and manufactured goods carrying a duty of 60 per cent. 
and more, respectively. 

He replied that the total value of exports to India of manufactured 
goods (class D of the Trade Account classification) in 1954 was £95 
million. He estimated that about nine-tenths of these exports carried 
a duty of less than 60 per cent. 


Tuesday March 8

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, asked 
about the quantities of knitted gloves, fabric gloves and leather 
gloves imported into this country from Hong Kong in the years 
1951, 1952, 1953 and 1954, gave the following figures:

Outcome of G.A.T.T. Discussions 


Questioned about the outcome of the discussions for the revision 
of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, Mr. Low replied 
that discussions on these detailed and complex matters had just been 
concluded. Texts of the proposed amendments to the Agreement 
would not be available until March 22 when they would be issued as 
a White Paper. The President proposed for the convenience of 
Members, to present at the same time or as soon as possible thereafter 
a White Paper giving in full the text of the proposed revised Agree- 
ment showing where amendments had been made. These White 
Papers would also contain the texts of all the important related 
documents. 


British Glass on Display in Brussels 


Tue Council of Industrial Design have again been invited by the 
Board of Trade to provide a display of well-designed British products 
for showing in the waiting room of the Commercial Attaché’s Office 
at the British Embassy in Brussels. Last year some of the items dis- 
played on the official stand at the Brussels International Fair were 
transferred to the Embassy for six months and these proved of great 
interest to visitors. This year the display will be restricted to a single 
category of consumer goods — high quality British domestic glassware. 
Forty-three items, consisting in all of 126 pieces, have been shipped 
to Belgium, and will be on show from March 28, for a period of six 
months. 

These pieces, selected from the Council’s ‘Design Review,’ have 
been chosen to represent a cross-section of the best designs in crystal 
at present produced by leading glass manufacturers in this country. 
As this display is intended to encourage Belgian customers to ‘buy 
British,’ care has been taken in the selection to see that the items 
chosen are suited to the Belgian market. 

The display shows a variety of tableware and ornamental glass — 
wine glasses, decanters, tumblers, mugs, goblets, vases and bowls, 
mostly with fine engraved or cut decoration, but some relying solely 
on form for their appeal.

SUBJECT-MATTER 
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Seasonal Contraction in January Sales 


THE CUSTOMARY seasonal contraction in the value of sales by whole- 
sale textile houses continued in January 1955 but total sales showed 
an encouraging increase of some 5-6 per cent. over those of January 
1954. Total stocks rose over the month — following the usual seasonal 
pattern — and the level at the end of the month was a little above 
that of a year ago. 


Sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear were some 6 per cent. 
higher than in January 1954. In the sub-categories, a particularly 
striking increase in sales of knitted outerwear and gains elsewhere 
were balanced by a fall in sales of women’s stockings and socks — the 
first time for more than a year that sales in this category did not show 
an increase over the corresponding month a year ago. 


Stocks of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear were in total a little 
below those of January 1954, but, reflecting perhaps the sales tendency, 
stocks of women’s stockings and socks were substantially higher. 


Sales of men’s and boys’ wear were appreciably above last year’s 
level. Stocks — which have been running at a high level throughout 
1954 — rose in January and were some 10 per cent. higher than in 
January 1953. 


The downward trend in the sale of piece-goods continued, sales 
in the month being 12 per cent. lower than in January 1954. 


The other categories shared the general increase in the month’s 
sales, a particularly large increase being recorded in sales of gloves.

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Industry in January 


ACCORDING ‘Oo figures made available by the Wool Industry Bureau 
of Statistics there was a slight increase in January in consumption 
of wool and other fibres and in production of tops, and a substantial 
increase in deliveries of woven fabrics. Compared with a year ago, 
the only figures to show an improvement were for merino tops, 
worsted fabrics and blankets. 


The Bureau’s employment figures for January 28 fell by 246 below 
the level of December 17; a fall of 552 in the worsted spinning section 
was partially compensated by increased employment in the other four 
main sections of the industry. 


The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
production per working day. The Bureau estimate that there were 
21 working days in January, the same number as in December and 
January 1954. 


Consumption of virgin wool in topmaking was 3 per cent. more than 
in December; all of the increase was in merino wool. In woollen 
spinning and felting very slightly more virgin wool was consumed than 
in December but compared with a year earlier 9 per cent. more wool 
was consumed. Consumption of mungo and shoddy was 7 per cent. 
more than in December and about the same as in January 1954. There 
was a fall of 9 per cent. in consumption of rayon, cotton and other 
fibres, including hair, compared with December; compared with a 
year earlier there was no change. 


Production of tops increased by 3 per cent. above the December 
level; all of the increase was in merino tops; compared with a year 
ago 3 per cent. less tops were produced; the overall decrease was made 
up of an increase of 3 per cent. in merino tops and a decrease of 
10 per cent. in crossbred tops. The rate at which tops were drawn 
showed virtually no change from December, but was 6 per cent. less 
than in January 1954.

There was little change in total deliveries of worsted yarns. 
Deliveries of hand-knitting yarns were 4 per cent. more than in 
December and 47 per cent. more than in January 1954; deliveries 
of hosiery yarn were 2 per cent. more than in December but remained 
13 per cent. below the level of a year ago. Deliveries of carpet and rug 
yarns and ‘other weaving’ yarns were slightly less than in December; 
compared with January last year ‘other weaving’ yarns showed a 
fall of 8 per cent. 


Deliveries of fabrics were more encouraging; they were 8 per cent. 
more than in the previous month and about equal to November; 
they were 2 per cent. more than a year ago. Deliveries of worsted 
fabrics showed the more marked improvement. Deliveries of blankets 
were 3 per cent. less than in December but 35 per cent. more than in 
January 1954.

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Prices of Engineering Materials Rise Again 
in February 


THERE WAS a further substantial rise, of 1-9 per cent., in the basic 
materials index in February, mainly as a result of a further increase 
in the price of copper which, on average, was 13-1 per cent. higher 
than in January. Prices of raw wool (up on average by 2:9 per cent.), 
tungsten ore (up 19-4 per cent.), tin ingots (up 2-9 per cent.), zinc 
(up 4-3 per cent.) and sisal (up 10-3 per cent.) also rose during the 
month. 

The indices for materials used in the mechanical engineering and 
electrical machinery industries both rose steeply between January 
and February, by 3-0 and 5-6 per cent. respectively. Higher prices 
for brass ingots (up 19-7 per cent.) and for most other non-ferrous 
metals and their semi-manufactures, were responsible for virtually 
the whole of the increase in both these indices. 

The indices for building and civil engineering and house building 
materials rose by 0-7 and 0-4 per cent. respectively during the month, 
chiefly on account of increased prices for copper sheets and tubes. 
There were small increases in the prices of a number of other building 
materials, 


The rise of 1 per cent. in the index for materials used in the textile 
industries was largely due to increased prices for raw wool. 


Manufactured Products 


The index for all manufactured products, other than fuel, food and 
tobacco, showed increases of 0:2 and 0-4 per cent. respectively, in 
January and February. It is early, however, to comment on the 
significance of these monthly movements, since the index numbers, 
being based partly on prices received quarterly, are provisional and 
therefore liable to some subsequent alteration. 


Revised Index Numbers 

The index for hides and skins has been reconstructed and there is 
a break in the comparability of this series and its sub-indices between 
December 1954 and January 1955. Fuller information about this 
revision can be obtained on application to the address given at the 
end of this article.

1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
serics are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 


4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 


5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’

prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955.

World Developments Shown in 
U.N. Statistical Yearbook 


In 1953, world® industrial production was about twice as great as 
in the now far-off boom year of 1929, nearly twice as much freight 
was hauled on the world’s railways as in 1929 and over 40 per cent. 
more goods were carried on the world’s ships, according to the 1954 
issue of the United Nations Statistical Yearbook, available from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, 
price 40s. in the paper edition and 45s. clothbound (by post 41s. and 
46s. respectively). 

Compared with 1938, the last full pre-war year, the value of world 
trade* in 1953 was more than three times greater, due to a 50 per cent. 
increase in its volume and a far steeper rise in world prices. Mean- 
while, estimates of total world population point to an increase of 
almost 30 per cent. between 1930 and 1953 or of about 15 per cent. 
between 1940 and 1953. 

This sixth issue of the Statistical Yearbook was prepared by the 
Statistical Office of the United Nations with the co-operation of the 
national statistical authorities of over 140 countries and territories 
and with the assistance of United Nations specialized agencies and 
other inter-governmental bodies. The 179 tables in this 594-page 
bi-lingual (English and French) volume provide international statistics 
on demographic, economic, financial, social and cultural subjects. 
The territorial coverage is reflected in the country index which lists 
nearly 250 geographical areas.

Round the Caribbean 


The ‘West Indies and Caribbean Year Book’ interprets its title 
generously. In just under 900 pages it now covers not only the West 
Indies proper and all (except Mexico) of the Central American 
countries touching the Caribbean, but also British Guiana, Surinam, 
French Guiana and El Salvador. There are articles about the region 
as a whole, and a docketed section about each of its territories or 
archipelagoes, so that the work becomes a clear, well-compiled source 
of general and particular information about a very large and variegated 
area of much importance to United Kingdom trade. 

In the first section, reports and conferences on political, economic 
and social conditions in the region are summarized; recent constitu- 
tional developments are noted; and particulars are given of the 
various forms and phases of co-operation in the area between the 
United Kingdom, United States, Netherlands, France, and the 
several Governments of the region. In the sections dealing specifically 
with the many territories covered, the information deals with their 
administration, legislative systems, finance, industrial resources, trade, 
communications, hotels, etc. There is also, in most instances, a 
business directory of some sort. 

The British trade section — like those for Canada and the United 
States — opens with an article in English and Spanish on the oppor- 
tunities offered in Caribbean markets. It includes other information 
familiar to readers of this Journal, directories of United Kingdom 
firms trading with the region, and a classified list of the goods they 
produce or handle. There are good maps, a gazetteer, and a 
Spanish-English Glossary.

Centrifuge Tubes and Sedimentation Vessels for Determina- 
tion of Dirt in Milk 

B.S. 736 was first published in 1937 to specify standard apparatus 
for the method adopted by the Society of Public Analysts and Other 
Analytical Chemists (now the Society for Analytical Chemistry). 
While this method has come to be used less frequently in recent years, 
no alternative method has been adopted as a standard quantitative 
test when required, for the purpose of legal proceedings, and it is 
therefore considered that standard apparatus should remain available. 

Three sizes of centrifuge tubes are specified, with a graduated 
portion of total capacity of 0-02, 0-05 and 0-2 ml. Material, dimensions, 
construction and graduation are described, with appropriate illustra- 
tions, and tolerances are given. The material, construction and dimen- 
sions of the standard sedimentation vessel are given. 

For convenience in manufacturing, the tapered portion of the 
sedimentation vessel has been reduced in length and the internal 
diameter of the wide part of the centrifuge tubes has been slightly 
increased. Sample vessels complying with the new specification have 
been thoroughly tested and found to be satisfactory.

Forged Steel Pipe Fittings for Petroleum Industry 


B.S. 2561 is a further British Standard in the series for steel fittings 
for the petroleum industry; others in this series are B.S. 1560, B.S.

Boxes and Crates for Horticultural Produce 


B.S. 2568, dealing with returnable wooden ‘bushel,’ ‘half-bushel’ 
and ‘quarter-bushel’ boxes, has been issued as part of the programme 
of standardization of boxes and crates for horticultural produce. 

In the course of preparing this standard, it was pointed out that 
there would be certain advantages in reducing the side boards of 
bushel boxes to 9 ins. in width, so that the box maker could use 
44 in. boards for both sides and ends. To maintain the capacity, 
however, this would mean allowing a larger gap between the two boards 
or a gap on the bottom of the lower board, thus weakening the box. 
On inquiry, it was found that neither of these proposals was acceptable 
to growers in general, and this construction is, therefore, not recom- 
mended in the standard. As, however, British Standards are not 


obligatory, there is no doubt that boxes of this construction will

continue to be used. If they are found to gain in reagan 
position will be reconsidered when the standard ig due for revision.

Square Nut Spanners (Post Office Type) 

The square nut spanners specified in B.S. 2575 have the general 
appearance of the heavier looking regular hend type specified in B.S. 

Their proportions and dimensions, how- 
ever, are slightly different, and the only range of sizes they are intended 
for is that for the square nuts fitted to the old style Whitworth bolts.

Breaking Load for Woven Textile Fabrics 

B.S. 2576 provides for the determination of breaking load and 
breaking extension of cut and ravelled strips of woven fabric by 
machines in which the applied load is increased at a pre-determined 
steady rate. It has been based on Tentative Textile Specification 
No. 14. 

Although in normal use fabrics may not be stressed to the point 
of rupture, the breaking load and the extension at break provide useful 
information when coupled with experience of the conditions under 
which the cloth is to be used. The determination of the breaking load 
and extension at break of fabric permits the estimation of both the 
quality of the basic material and the mechanical damage and tendering 
due to chemical, micro-biological and other agencies. The new standard 
also deals with the drawing of the load/elongation curve by an auto- 
graphic attachment to the testing machine, from which further useful 
information may be obtained. 

The procedure described does not apply to fabrics of which the 
full width, including selvedges, is investigated and in which the 
selvedges themselves are to be tested. Price 2s.

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United Kingdom Products That Should Find a 
Market in Sweden

SWEDEN IMPORTS a wide variety of goods. In nearly every category, 
other than certain obvious raw materials, a substantial proportion of 
her imports is derived from the United Kingdom, and an even 
larger proportion from the industrialized countries of Western Europe 
and North America with whose trade United Kingdom exports are 
largely in competition. 

Swedish Government regulations do not stand seriously in the way 
of imports. Nearly all imports from the United Kingdom and other 
members of the O.E.E.C. are free from import licensing. (The principal 
items not freely licensed from the United Kingdom are oriental 
carpets processed in the United Kingdom, jewellery and motor 
vehicles, the last named being, however, licensed in practice without 
restriction as to quantity.) A large proportion of imports from the 
dollar area, including all machinery, is now also admitted freely. 
It is still too early to foresee the effect of the liberalization on actual 
imports from the dollar area. Tariffs are generally among the lowest 
in the world. A report recommending modernization of the Swedish 
Customs Tariff is expected to be published shortly. This report 
will, inter alia, deal with replacement of specific duties fixed prior to 
the war by ad valorem duties so as to take account of intervening 
changes in price levels. The Swedish authorities have, however, 


repeatedly stressed that there is no intention to make Sweden a high 
tariff country. 

Although one cannot go into much detail in the scope of this article, 
there is clearly room for expansion of United Kingdom exports to 
Sweden if United Kingdom goods can be offered on sufficiently 
competitive terms. International competition and relative absence 
of restrictions on imports are the keynotes of the Swedish import 
market. 


U.K. Share of Import Trade 


In the first ten months of 1954 total Swedish imports were valued 
at kr. 7,417 millions. Of this total the United Kingdom supplied 
kr. 1,214 millions; Western Germany supplied kr. 1,470 millions; 
the rest of the O.E.E.C. area supplied about kr. 2,100 millions; and 
the United States supplied kr. 582 millions. Figures by commodity 
and country of origin are not yet available for 1954, but it is probable 
that the United Kingdom supplied over one-third of Sweden’s import 
of motor vehicles, nearly a third of her imports of machinery and 
apparatus, and probably a fifth of her imports of textiles. 

It is interesting to note that the United Kingdom share of the 
Swedish import market in the first ten months of 1954 was 17 per 
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Market in Sweden (Continued) 


cent. Although a smaller share than in some years since the war, 
this is still larger than the 12 per cent. attained in 1938. The increase 
since pre-war years has been attained in spite of a heavy fall in ship- 
ments of coal, so that the rise in shipments of other lines is often very 
striking. 

The following items illustrate the width of the range of existing 
United Kingdom exports to Sweden. They are selected, though at the 
risk of invidious selection, from those United Kingdom goods which 
have the largest sale in this market: 

Textiles, particularly cotton and woollen and nylon fabrics, 
motor vehicles, tractors, contractors’ plant, certain machine 
tools and certain types of mechanical handling equipment, radio 
communication and electronic equipment, plastic raw materials 
and some plastic products: domestic appliances, knitwear and 
hosiery, shoes — particularly for women -— polishes, cosmetics, 
whisky, gin, travel and sports goods, toys, and so on. 

Coal is not now either in demand or available in quantities compar- 
able to the volume of pre-war trade, but the value of this trade is of 
course still large. 


Future Possibilities 


It is impossible to make a selection which would be both compre- 
hensive and reliable of what will in the future sell best in Sweden. 
But one can pick out a few fields where it looks as if particular attention 
to sales possibilities would be worth while for United Kingdom firms. 
Many United Kingdom firms are of course already active in these 
fields. They are: 

(a) Television equipment (transmission ; studio; possibly receivers; 
and components for the above). Full scale television has not 
yet been introduced in Sweden but preparatory work is well 
under way. 

(b) Electronic equipment for the Armed Forces as well as for civil 
use. 

(c) Road transport and road building. Road transport has expanded 
phenomally since the war, and although the sale of vehicles 
and equipment is hampered at present by special taxes which 
are shortly to be reimposed on cars, motor cycles and capital 
goods, the expansion seems certain to continue. 


(d) Hydro-electric power schemes require substantial equipment 
but there is, of course, very strong domestic competition. 
The diversity, illustrated above, of Swedish actual and potential 
imports arises from the wealth, variety and inherent strength of the 
Swedish economy, which together offer a prospect of a lasting import 
market of sizeable dimensions. 


Domestic Industries 


The forest industry is the basis of trade in lumber, pulp, newsprint, 
paper products and a growing chemical industry. Iron ore of high 
quality is exported in quantity, and is the basis of an old-established 
and efficient iron and steel production. Engineering and shipbuilding 
are both highly developed, and account for substantial exports. 
Agriculture, which is extensively mechanised, is able to meet virtually 
the full basic food requirements of the country. These industries 
together support a population which though not large (seven millions) 
earns the highest wages in Europe, has high standards in taste and in 
living, and is supplied both by imports and by an extensive indigenous 
production of consumer goods. 

Although local industry produces much of Sweden’s standard 
requirements in many branches, all the above industries are them- 
selves buyers of imported materials and equipment. 

The high level of wages makes it necessary for Swedish industry 
and agriculture to concentrate on the most productive and labour- 
saving equipment. Indeed, emphasis on labour-saving is characteristic 
of the whole life of the country. A population of only seven millions 
which maintains the full apparatus of an efficient modern community 
cannot afford to waste effort. A special tax on investment goods will 
be shortly reimposed, for reasons of general financial policy, but this 
is firmly expected to be only a temporary factor in the development 
of Swedish demand for capital goods. 

Sweden is a country of very considerable technical achievements. 
Names such as Ericsson, Bofors, SKF and AGA, to mention but a 
few, are known round the world as symbols of technical excellence. 
It will therefore easily be appreciated that competent technical 
presentation is a sine qua non of sales to Sweden.

Local Needs Must be Studied 


Adaptation to local requirements is as important in Sweden as 
elsewhere. The problem can arise in various ways. In consumer 
goods design must be such as to attract the customer: in capital goods 
technical floor-to-floor quotations can make all the difference: certain 
goods such as electrical equipment operating off the mains, and shoes, 
are subject to special standards of safety and quality. Climate and soil 
conditions present special problems. In the long cold northern winter 
the air-cooled Volkswagen engine and Deutz diesel engine have a 
great advantage. Swedish soil is in most parts of the country heavy 
and full of rocks, and large rock structures are very common. Thus, 
agricultural equipment and contractors’ plant have to be particularly 
tough and durable if they are to be suitable for use in Sweden. 

Decision on whether a market exists for a particular line, and on 
the best methods of distribution and promotion to meet the case, 
require individual attention. As usual a choice can be made between 
sale direct to consumer, whether retailer or factory, with or without 
the services of a commission agent or sale to an importer-wholesaler. 
Relatively few foreign firms possess their own distribution organization 
in Sweden, although among these few are cases of outstanding success. 
There are also, of course, numerous cases where manufacture in 
Sweden has been arranged. 

In practice, however, the bulk of imports into Sweden are handled 
by Swedish wholesalers. Many of these are large firms with a sales 
network covering the whole of the country. In the competitive condi- 
tions of Sweden where the market is open to suppliers from virtually 
the whole world, these firms will usually be found already to carry a 
very full range of lines in their particular branch or branches. It 
therefore follows that to interest importers in a new line requires 
careful attention. 

Advertising is required as in any developed industrial country. 
The type and cost of advertising and the distribution of cost between 
principal and agent can only be worked out case by case. 


Importance of Visits by Technical Representatives 

Visits to Sweden by technical as well as sales personnel are almost 
always indispensable. The value of visits by technical personnel 
should be particularly stressed because these are of immense help in 
adaptation to the special requirements of the market. Visits should 
not be cut too short. Sweden is a large country in which population 
and industry are both widely dispersed. Thus, in most lines nobody 
is likely to understand business possibilities fully unless they travel 
widely. Visits should not, however, take place between about June 15 
and August 20. In the short summer all Swedes who can spend as 
much time as possible in the country and in the national sport of 
yachting. In the summer it is therefore possible to transact business 
only if it is of entirely routine or very urgent nature. 
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Canada’s Vast Electric Power Development 


THE PHENOMENAL EXPANSION of power installations in Canada 
has created, and will go on creating, a bigger and bigger demand 
there for all types of electrical and aXcillary equipment, industrial 
and domestic. In recent years United Kingdom manufacturers of 
heavy electrical equipment — generators, turbines, transformers, 
cables, etc. — have won valuable orders in the face of strong competi- 
tion from firms in North America and the European Continent, and 
leading companies in the British electrical industry have established 
good connections in Canada. Further opportunities for the industry, 
in the present and early future, are indicated in a recent circular 
issued by the Special Register Information Service of the Board of 
Trade. 


This circular is the latest in a series reviewing year by year the 
progress of hydro-electric projects in Canada. They are compiled 
from reports published by the Department of Northern Affairs and 
National Resources of Canada, Engineering and Water Resources 
Branch, Water Resources Division. 

In the circular covering 1954 it is noted that all records for the 
amount of new hydro-electric capacity brought into operation were 
broken, the total capacity completed being 1,066,250 h.p. The chief 
projects included in this record total were the installation of seven 
generating units in the Sir Adam Beck Generating Station No. 2 
of the Hydro-Electric Power Commission of Ontario, and the 
completion of the first stage of the great Kemano-Kitimat development 
of the Aluminium Company of Canada. 

Other authorities or undertakings responsible for hydro-electric 
development in Canada during 1954 included the Quebec Hydro- 
Electric Commission; Ste. Marguerite Power Company, Quebec; 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation; Manitoba Hydro-Electric Board; 
Calgary Power Ltd., Alberta; British Columbia Power Commission; 
Consolidated Mining & Smelting Company of Canada, British 
Columbia; Nova Scotia Power Commission; Iron Ore Company of 
Canada, Labrador; Newfoundland Light & Power Company Ltd. 
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Among the many projects planned by the various power authorities 
are the following: 

(1) The development of the power resources of the St. Lawrence 
River in conjunction with the Seaway project, involving the construc- 
tion of dams and power houses to produce 2:2 million h.p. in the 
International Rapids Section between Ontario and New York State, 
and possible further developments on a similar scale at Beauharnois 
and in the Lachine Section at Montreal. A full report on this great 
project appeared in the Board of Trade Journal of July 12, 1952. 

Work on the International Rapids Section is already well under 
way, and contracts for the supply of 16 generators and water turbines, 
each of 75,000 h.p., have been placed by the Ontario Hydro Power 
Commission, and similar contracts by the New York State Power 
Authority. Demands for considerable quantities of power transformers, 
switchgear, cables, etc., required for these projects will arise in the 
near future. 

(2) Building of new plant involving the diversion of water from the 
tailrace of the present Porter Creek plant to McIntyre Creek by the 
Yukon Hydro Co. Ltd. 

(3) A major development in southern Yukon and northern British 
Columbia, similar to Kitimat, by Northwest Power Industries. 

(4) Developments on the Kananaskis River by Calgary Power Ltd. 

(5) Installation of a further unit at Rapid II on the Upper Ottawa 
River by the Quebec Hydro-Electric Commission. 

(6) Shawinigan Water & Power Company’s installation of additional 
units at Rapide Blanc, La Trenche and La Tuque, Province Quebec. 

(7) New unit at Paugan Falls, Province Quebec, by the Gatineau 
Power Company. 

(8) Additional unit at their Quinze Plant on the Upper Ottawa 
River by the Northern Quebec Power Company Ltd. 

(9) Development of the Beechwood site on the Saint John River 
by the New Electric Power Commission, New Brunswick. 

(10) Further developments at the Sir Adam Beck-Niagara Generat- 
ing Station No. 2. 

To maintain their foothold in this highly desirable market, United 
Kingdom exporters will need to quote keen and competitive prices, 
and ensure acceptable deliveries and first-class service. Only so can 
they remain on terms with the increasing and strenuous competition 
of Canadian and foreign manufacturers. Similarly in the domestic 
electric appliance field, opportunities will certainly occur for British 
manufacturers to exploit the market with standard lines and to intro- 
duce new products, but these will need to be designed to Canadian 
tastes and styles and offered at competitive prices. 


A Small British Car’s Performance 
in Canada 


TRIBUTE to the reliability of a small British car was paid by a 
Canadian journalist, Mr. D. Delaplante, in the Toronto Globe and 
Mail on February 26. Mr. Delaplante has covered a quarter of a 
million miles in pursuit of news in Northern Ontario in the last six 
years. Conditions there can be rather grim for driving, but he says 
that his British model went 72,000 miles and was ‘miraculously 
dependable and economical.’ The car still had the original tyres when 
he had completed this mileage and there were still many miles in 
them. He says that this can perhaps be attributed to the fact that 
the car ran on snow for about nine months out of the 19 months he 
drove it. 


Mr. Delaplante relates that on one occasion he beat an aircraft in 
his British car when he drove from North Bay to Haileybury. He was 
astonished to find that, although he had left at the same time as the 
*plane, with heavy gear in the back of his little car, he arrived first 
at his destination, although he confesses that the light aircraft had 
to fly against a headwind from the north which kept its speed down 
to some 50 miles an hour. 

Driving in all weathers, he describes how one night he drove in a 
temperature of 49 below zero. The metal creaked as though alive, 
and the springs were so stiff he feared one would break. But as usual, 
the car ‘came through like a champion.’ Like all little cars, he says, it 
was wonderful in the snow, and he got stuck only once. 
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U.S. Defence Department Directive 
on ‘Buy American’ Act 


THE UNITED STATES Department of Defence issued on February 
21 a Directive applying President Eisenhower’s Executive Order on 
the ‘Buy American’ Act (see Board of Trade Journal of January 22) 
to procurement for the Armed Services. The Directive states: 

‘When the price differential between the low acceptable foreign bid 
[including import duty and costs of delivery in the United States] and the 
low acceptable domestic bid is 6 per cent. or less of the foreign bid, award 
will be made to the offeror of the low acceptable domestic bid. When the 
price differential between the low acceptable foreign bid and low acceptable 
domestic bid is greater than 6 per cent. of the foreign bid, award will be 
made to the offeror of the low acceptable foreign bid.’ 

The Directive also specifies a number of circumstances in which 
a foreign bid may be rejected notwithstanding the size of the differ- 
ential.

Second International Industrial 
Fair at Bogota 


THE SECOND INTERNATIONAL [Industrial Fair and Exhibition 
at Bogota will be held from November 25 to December 11, 1955. 

Although exhibitors are required to make their own space bookings, 
the Fair organizers have made arrangements for the national groupings 
of stands, and, because of this, they wish to obtain a preliminary 
estimate of the space required by United Kingdom firms. 

The Exhibitions and Fairs Branch of the Board of Trade at Lacon 
House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, would be glad to know 
as soon as possible the space requirements of intending exhibitors 
based on the assumption that by November 1955 new arrangements 
will have been made re-opening the Colombian market to United 
Kingdom exports of the range of goods which Colombia is not at 
present admitting from the United Kingdom and some other European 
countries because of the lapse of her trade agreements with them. 

If the decision to participate rests with the Colombian agent or 
distributor, it would be sufficient for the Department’s purposes if 
he were requested to notify the Commercial Department of the British 
Embassy, Carrera 8, No. 15-46, 6° Piso, Bogota, of his intentions 
without delay. 

Space rentals are as follows: 

(a) For stands in totally enclosed and roofed pavilions, without 
decoration, minimum ten square metres, asphalted floor, 
general lighting provided: 45 Colombian pesos per square 
metre (£6 8s. 7d. per square metre). 

(b) In pavilions with roof but without lateral walls, without decora- 
tion, minimum 20 square metres, without general lighting and 
asphalted floor: 35 Colombian pesos per square metre (£5 per 
square metre). 

(c) In the open area with asphalted floor: 25 Colombian pesos per 
square metre (£3 11s. 5d. per square metre). 

(d) In the open area without asphalted floor: 20 Colombian pesos 
per square metre ({2 17s. 2d. per square metre). 

Half the rent is to be paid at the time of application, and the rest 

by September 30, 1955, at the latest. 

Products for exhibition may be imported into Colombia without 
import registration and without any payment of customs duty. In 
the case of sales of the merchandise, the customs duties and fees will 
be sitet inside the grounds of the International Fair. 
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Indian Industries Fair Offers 
Openings for Capital Goods 


THE INDIAN INDUSTRIES FAIR to be held in New Delhi from 
October 29 —- December 15 is an international event being organized 
by the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
with the support of the Government of India. It is planned on an 
extensive scale and the products of many Indian industries will be 
shown. Foreign manufacturers of capital goods and machinery are 
invited to take part and the opportunity is an important one in view 
of India’s growing demand for capital equipment. 

The Fair will be held on the 65-acre site near the Delhi-Mathura 
Highway which was used for the 1953 Indian Railways Centenary 
Exhibition. A railway siding already exists at the site and station 
facilities are to be added. Water, light and power will be available and 
so will bank, post office and other services. 


United Kingdom Pavilion 


The Fair is to be organized in two main sections. One is confined 
to Indian exhibitors, whilst the other is for foreign exhibitors who 
are to be grouped in national pavilions. It is understood that a number 
of countries are likely to have pavilions. There may also be a small 
hall in the Foreign Section devoted to foreign exhibitors who prefer 
to exhibit individually rather than in national pavilions.

U.K. and Belgo-Luxembourg 
Trade Talks Ended 


DISCUSSIONS on the arrangements for trade in 1955 between the 
Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union and the United Kingdom 
began in Brussels on March 1 and were completed on March 8. 

The arrangements are concerned only with that small part of United 
Kingdom-Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union trade still subject 
to quota restrictions and are very similar to those of last year. More 
favourable opportunities are established for certain B.L.E.U. exports 
to the United Kingdom. United Kingdom exports will continue to 
enjoy the same facilities in B.L.E.U. as in the past. 


Finland and Norway 


A TRADE AGREEMENT and a new Payments Agreement between 
Finland and Norway was signed in Helsinki on December 31, 1954. 

Under the new trade agreement, which is valid for the period 
December 1, 1954, until November 30, 1955, the total value of trade 
in both directions is estimated at 160 million Norwegian crowns.

Tariff Classification of Imports 


UNITED KINGDOM exporters are reminded that a procedure exists 
for obtaining formal rulings on the United States tariff classification 
of merchandise and the rate of duty applicable in advance of the 
importation of such merchandise into the United States. The arrange- 
ments made by the United States customs authorities in this connection 
are as follows: 


(a) Any prospective importer or foreign exporter may apply in writing 
to the Commissioner of Customs, Washington 25, D.C., for a ruling 4s 
to the tariff classification of any article which he intends to import into 
or ship to the United States in commercial quantities. The application 
shall contain a full description of each article. The application shall also 
give the following information, unless it is clear that it will be of no value 
in determining the tariff classification of the article (1). the respective 
quantities and values of the component materials of which the article is 
composed ; (2) information as to its chief use and commercial designation 
in the United States; and (3) any specifications, analyses, or other informa- 
tion deemed necessary to a tariff classification of the article. Whenever 
practicable, 2 sample of the article should be submitted with the application. 

(b) If the Commissioner is satisfied (1) that the application is made in 
good faith by an importer or foreign exporter who is properly and directly 
concerned with the tariff classification of the article described; (2) that 
the information submitted or otherwise available is adequate for a con- 
sidered decision; and (3) that the ruling applied for is not already covered 
by a controlling published decision, the Commissioner will rule on the 
tariff classification of the article. A’ copy of the decision will be mailed 
to the applicant. The decision will be published in the weekly Treasury 
Decisions if it will affect a substantial volume of imports or if it is for any 
other reason of sufficient importance to justify such publication. 

(c) Any decision published pursuant to paragraph (b) shall be deemed 
to establish a uniform practice within the meaning of section 315 (d), Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended. The decision will not be changed by a further 
ruling of the Commissioner to impose higher duties on such an article 
unless the prior decision should prove to be clearly wrong. When it appears 
to the Commissioner that a correct interpretation of the law may require 
such a ruling, notice that the prior ruling is under review will be published 
in the Federal Register so that the parties in interest will have an opportunity 
to make such written submissions as they desire, within a period which 
will be specified in the notice, with respect to the correctness of the con- 
templated action. If after the consideration of such submissions as may be 
received the Commissioner issues a ruling imposing higher duties, it will 
be effective only as to merchandise entered for consumption or withdrawn 
from warehouse for consumption on or after the expiration of 90 days after 
the date of publication of such ruling in the weekly Treasury Decisions. 

(d) The notice procedure outlined in paragraph (c) will be applied also 
in any other case in which the Commissioner believes that a correct interpre- 
tation of the law may require the issuance of an administrative ruling imposing 
higher duties on an imported article than has been assessed under an 
established and uniform practice. 

Note.— The procedure outlined in paragraph (c) is not applicable to changes 
required by statutory enactment, judicial decision, or Presidential 
proclamation.

Temporary Tax on Imports Extended 


CHILEAN Law No. 11791 of February 8, 1955, extends the life of 
the temporary tax of 15 pesos per U.S. dollars levied on the value of 
import licences granted by the National Council of Foreign Trade. 
The tax will now be chargeable on all licences granted until December 
31, 1955. 

The new Law also establishes that this tax is recoverable by the 
importer if the whole or part of the import licence is not utilized; 
in addition, the amount of this tax shall not be added to the cost of 
the goods for the purpose of assessing the ad valorem customs taxes.

Import Licensing Regulations for 
Goods from United Kingdom 


THE FOLLOWING particulars about the treatment accorded to goods 
of United Kingdom origin imported into the Federation of Malaya 
replace those published in the Board of Trade Journal on November 20, 
1954 (page 1119). 


All goods of United Kingdom origin may be imported direct from 
the United Kingdom under an Open General Licence, with the excep- 
tion of the following items for which specific import licences will be 
required: 

Poultry (alive). 

Arms and ammunition. 

Bullet-proof vests, steel helmets and other articles of clothing intended 
as protection against attack. 

Diamonds and diamond-set jewellery (other than a reasonable quantity 
of articles of personal jewellery imported bona fide as part of the 
personal baggage of a person arriving in the Federation from a 
place outside the Federation and intended solely for the personal 
use of such person). 

Eggs for hatching and fresh eggs by air. 

Fireworks. 

Gold, gold coins, bullion and any gold in whatever state or form, includ- 
ing articles of jewellery or ornament (other than a reasonable quantity 
of articles of personal jewellery imported bona fide as part of the

HER MAJESTY’S CONSULATE in Tamsui, Formosa, has reported 
by telegram that new exchange control regulations have been intro- 
duced with effect from March 1, 1955. The regulations provide: 

(i) Foreign exchange from the sale of exports of sugar, rice, salt and 
petroleum products and from receipts of Government agencies will 
continue to be sold to the Taiwan Bank at the present buying rate of 
New Taiwan dollars (NT$) 15.55 to U.S.$1. 

(ii) All other foreign exchange must be surrendered to the Taiwan Bank 
at the present buying rate but exporters will receive negotiable exchange 
certificates at a rate to be determined. 

(iii) Government agencies and importers of goods required for industrial 
reconstruction, or otherwise considered essential, may obtain exchange 
at the present selling rate of NT$15.65 to U.S.$1. 

(iv) For all other imports and remittances, exchange certificates must be 
surrendered in addition to New Taiwan Dollars at the present selling 
rate. 

(v) Import licences will continue to be required and granted within the 
framework of periodic commodity budget as before. 

(vi) Exchange Defence Tax will also be levied as before. 

Exchange certificates are divisible, and valid only for 60 days. 
They may be sold to the Bank of Taiwan, or third parties, for foreign 
exchange of the same currency or New Taiwan dollars. 

Exchange certificate rates for imports and exports, which have 
not yet been published, will vary according to commodities.

(iv) Ginger, pepper, cumin, cinnamon and all other similar spices and 
condiments unless they are specifically labelled as conforming to 
the standards in the British Pharmacopoeia, British Pharmaceutical 
Codex, United States Pharmacopoeia, National Formulary of the 
United States or Indian Pharmacopoeial List 1946.’ 

To be exempt from all the provisions of Chapter ITI of the Act and 
Rules thereunder. 


II. In Schedule K (the Schedule listing drugs not subject to all or 
part of the provisions of Chapter IV of the Drugs Act, 1940, relating 
to the manufacture, sale and distribution of drugs), after item 9, the 
following item shall be inserted: 

‘10. The following substances which are used both as articles of food as 
well as drugs: 
(i) All condensed or powdered milk whether pure, skimmed or malted 
fortified with vitamins and minerals or otherwise. 
(ii) Farex, oats, lactose and all other similar cereal preparations whether 


fortified with vitamins or otherwise excepting those for parenteral 


use. 

(iii) Virol, Bovril, chicken essence and all other similar predigested 
foods. 

(iv) Ginger, pepper, cumin, cinnamon and all other similar spices and 
condiments unless they are specifically labelled as conforming to 
the standards in the British Pharmacopoeia, British Pharmaceutical 
Codex, United States Pharmacopoeia, National Formulary of the 
United States or Indian Pharmacopoeial List, 1946.’ 


To be exempt from all the provisions of Chapter IV of the Act and 
the Rules thereunder.

Tariff Decisions on Hand Pumps 
for Motor Tyres 


Be.Low is the text of a Resolution dated February 14 announcing 
the Indian Government’s decisions on the Tariff Commission’s 
Report on the Automobile Hand Tyre Inflator Industry. 


No. 21(3)-TB/54.—'The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report 
on the Automobile Hand Tyre Inflator Industry on the basis of an inquiry 
under Section 11 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations 
are as follows: 

(‘) A protective duty of 45 per cent. ad valorem should be levied on hand 
operated tyre inflators of all types adapted for use as accessories of 
motor vehicles. The duty should remain in force till December 31, 
1957. 

(2) A new tariff item for ‘hand operated tyre inflators with connections, 
adapted for use as accessories of motor vehicles’ should be introduced 
in the Indian Customs Tariff Schedule. 

(3) Arrangements should be made with the Collectors of Customs, and 
the Director General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics to 
record imports of hand tyre inflators including pump connections. 

(4) The Indian Standards Institution should consider the feasibility 
of formulating standards for hand tyre inflators in consultation with 
the manufacturers. 

(5) Government should take suitable steps to ensure that importers 
are not allowed to utilise their licences for hardware and ironmongery 
for importing automobile hand tyre inflators. 

(6) Government should not allow hand tyre inflators to be imported 
for use as original eq t for motor vehicles. 

(7) The question of hea eon of extruded seamless brass tubes by 
ordnance factories which have a surplus capacity for supply to manu- 
facturers of hand tyre inflators should be examined by Government. 

(8) The supply position of spring steel wire 17G should be reviewed 
by Government and, if necessary, imports should be liberalized with 

view to bringing down its price. 

(9) Manufacturers of hand tyre inflators should in consultation with 
assemblers and manufacturers of automobiles arrange to produce 
the types of utility inflators which are considered suitable by the 
latter for use as original equipment. 

2. Government accept recommendations (1) to (5) and will take necessary 
steps to implement them as far as possible.* They have also taken note of 
ig, apereens (6), (7) and (8) which will be examined further. 

. The attention of the industry is invited to recommendation (9).

Customs Tariff Changes 


Duty on Raw Sugar 

Unper S.R.O. 383 (Customs Notification No. 29) of February 12, 

1955, the Government of India modifies the duty on raw sugar 
imported into India for refining and covered by a certificate from 

the age A Ministry of Food and Agriculture. The change affects 
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tariff Item No. 17 — ‘Sugar with associated impurities and a sucrose 


content not exceeding 99 per cent. by weight on the material dried | 


at 105 degrees centigrade.’ The new order gives exemption from so 
much of the duty as is in excess of Rs. 4-12-0 per cwt., and from all 
additional duties. 

This supersedes notices in the Board of Trade Journal of May 15, 
August 14, December 4 and December 18, 1954. 


Drawback on Cork 


Under S.R.O. 349 of February 12, the Government of India have 
directed that drawback should be allowed on duty-paid foreign 


cork used in the manufacture of crown corks when such crown corks | 
are manufactured in, and exported from, India or shipped as stores | 


on board a ship proceeding to a foreign port. 


The Customs Duties Drawback (Crown Cork) Rules, 1954, pub- | 


lished under S.R.O. 350 of February 12, provide for payment of 
drawback at the rate of seven-eighths of the average amount of 
Customs duty paid on cork used in the manufacture of the goods. 
For the purpose of these rules ‘cork’ means natural or composition 
cork imported into India in the form of rod or disc, on payment of 
customs duty.
